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IN EXPLOSION 


Landslide Completed Great Disaster 
in Little Quebec Village 


AT A CONSTRUCTION CAMP 


Along the Line of the Ha-Ha Bay Rail- 
way—-Victims Overtaken in Their 
Sleep. 


St. Alphonse, Que., April 16.—Seven 
men are known to be dead and seven 
more are missing as a result of a pre- 
mature explosion and landslide which 
buried a gang of twenty men sleeping 
in a construction camp near Bagol- 
ville on Thursday afternoon at Al- 
phonse. The blast contained fifty bar- 
rels of dynamite and 200 barrels of 
powder was being used in.a cut on the 
line of the “Ha Ha Bay Railway,” near 
Bagolville County of Chicoutimi, and 
the explosion caused over 75,000 cubic 
yards of earth and gravel to rush down 
from the cliff and crash upon the little 
camp, where twenty men, forming the 
night gang of the works, were at slum- 
ber. None of the unfortunate men 
escaped, and all were burned alive, a 
small portion of the group only being 
recovered before life was extinct, The 
dead are: Stanislaus Gagne, engineer, 
his assistant, O'Brien, another mar 
named Gagne,.one named Jennings 
from Toronto, a Dane and two Swedes, 
A man named Peterson was probably 
fatally hurt, while a Swede named Ol- 
son is also badly hurt, and a French- 
Janadian named Soulian. 


A MYSTERIOUS DEATH 


Calgary Employing Printer Said to Have 
Been Assaulted, 


Calgary, April 16.—Alex. Clarke, a 
partner with Sydney Tivey in the Cal- 
gary Quick Print works, died in the 
General Hospital this morning, from 
what is supposed to be concussion of 
the brain, though the circumstances 
surrounding the death are mysterious. 
He was taken to the hospital uncon- 
scious a few days ago with a bruise 
on his head. It is said that he was 
assaulted and robbed.
